Actual constructiob costs at this time is about $400,000, but

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Schamiel Mcintosh and 
the Meigs Railway 


The pictures of the Schamiel 
McIntosh property in Wilmington 
Square. before and after the fire 
of April 1903, shown in last week's 
Town Crier, naturally leads to a 
discussion of Schamiel 

‘Almost any attribute that can be 
given to the man is wrong in some 
detail. He was, for instance. a 
big raw-boned Yankee - yet he 
was born in New Orleans. He was 
a man of bluff statements and 
attitude, yet he was given to a 
surprising finess at times. He 
was a man who was accustomed 
to having his own way - yet his 
wife's aunt was able to rule him, 
just as much as she ruled much 
of Wilmington. She was the cele- 
brated Mrs. Dr. France Hiller. 
the “Casket Lady” of Wilming- 
ton, 

The McIntosh family came from 
Scotland. in the very early 
1800's. They were part of a 
Rroup which was sent to Sandwich 
on Cape Cod, to teach the art of 
glass blowing. Later some of 
them moved to Friendship. in 
Maine. and it was there. the 
writer believes. that Capt. George 
Melntosh was born. Capt Meln- 
tosh was Schamiel’s father. 

He was a shipmaster. and a ship 
owner. Prior to the Civil War he 
had established himself in New 
Orleans as a stevedore. Schamiel 
as has been mentioned. got his 
name from the name of a ship 
Capt. George had commanded 

Mary Ann McIntosh, Schamiel’s 
mother. was a New Orleans girl 
who had been waited on, in her 
girlhood. by black servants. Se 
used to remark, in later vears. 
that she never learned how to 
dress herself until she had be-

Somehow. in his travels. Capt 
Melntosh had acquired land in 
Wilmington, Massachusetts, Just 
how. the writer does not know, 

In the holocaust that was the 
Civil War. Capt. Mcintosh and 
Mary Ann were caught. Finally 
Mary Ann. seeing an opportunity 
escaped up the Mississippi River 
and Ohio River. and overland to 
the McIntosh property in Wilming- 
ton, She had with her her children 
Schamiel being’ a ‘babe in arms. 
She carried a pistol for protec+ 
itign. carried in the bosom of her 
dress: That pistol is still sup- 
posed to be in existance 

After the war was over Capt. 
Mcintosh was able to make his 
way to Wilmington. The Wilming- 
ton farm was all that was left 
all else was gone. The McIntosh 
family started a new existance. on 
a farm that stood on Main Street 
where the new shopping center is 
now being located. between Main 
and Lowell Streets. 

George Mcintosh became the 
boss of the section hands on the 
Boston & Lowell Railroad. It was 
in this environment that Schamiel 
Rrew up - his father working on 
the railroad - and evervbody else 
working on the farm 

Wilmington was not an easy 
place to live in. Evervbody was 
True Blue Lincoln - or perhaps 
better described as Red. White 
and Blue Lincoln. The fact that 
the Mcintosh boys had been born 
in New Orleans did not make 
things easier for them. 

George. for instance. He was 
a year or so older than Schamiel 
He was down at Jenks, swimming 
one day. (Jenks is the pool near 
Woburn Street. where the Ipswich 
River starts). George was on the 
diving board. ready to dive. Some 
True Blue Lincoln boys jumped 
on that board. and George landed. 
face down on the board instead of

the water. He lost several teeth - 
and it was. he was told. because 
he had been born in New Orleans. 

Schamiel doesn't seem to have 
been bothered in this way. He 
was big and husky 

As soon as he was able to, 
Schamiel started a blacksmith 
shop. It was on what is now 
Church Street, in Wilmington 
Square. He added a wagon shop. 
a wood working shop. a place to 
sell iron. and his business grew. 
The pictures were shown in the 
previous issue of the Town Crier. 

When Mrs. Dr. France Hiller 
moved to Wilmington in the 1870's 


she lived across the street (with 
her husband. Dr. Hiller. of 
course) from the MeIntosh home. 
France and Mary Ann became 
very good friends, as a result of 
their early acquaintance. 

The wealth of Mrs. Dr. Hiller 
did not change the way of life. 
nor the way of thinking, of Mary 
‘Ann Mcintosh. The story of Mrs. 
Dr. Hiller has never been ade- 
quately told. in the light of her 
influences upon the social and 
political life of Wilmington. The 
writer. for instance, has been 
prone to joke that it was the Wil- 


mington story that inspired Mark 
Twain to write the story of the 
man who corrupted a town, out 
in the west. 

Mary Ann McIntosh had been to 
the top - and she had been to the 
bottom. She did not allow her 
friendship with France to change 
her way of living or thinking. 

France’s neice arrived from 
England. She was three years 
older than Schamiel. now a pros- 
pering mechanic and merchant, 
and they became married. One 
doesn't seem to hear much of 
Mrs. Schamiel McIntosh, but it 
was as a result of that wedding 
that Schamiel came to be. to a 
degree. under the thumb of Mrs. 
Dr. Hiller. In fact, one thing 
that Schamiel had to do might 
have been termed the organizing 
of the Dinner that made Wildwood 
Cemetery Green - but that's 
another story. It has no part of 
this narrative. 

In April 1903, when the fire 
wiped out Schamiel's place of 
business. one could guess that the 
blow had been final. Far from it. 
It ras a blessing in disguise. 

le had to rebuild. and he used 
the opportunity to do so more 
solidly. 


A dozen years after the fire 
Schamiel had a summer place on 
Cape Cod. He had a thriving 
blacksmith business and a thriv- 
ing hardware store. Every 
summer he would buy a new Buick, 
to drive back and forth to Cape 
Cod. He was a man of comfortable 
means, who still dressed in cloth- 
ing suitable to a blacksmith - 
pants held up by outside suspen- 
ders. 

When World War I started, and 
there was a sudden rationing of 
Sugar Schamiel reacted. He 
wanted sugar with his coffee, He 
couldn't get it. Stores could only 
sell so much. 

So Schamiel started a grocery 
store. That's the way to do things, 
He got all the sugar he wanted - 
from that store. 

He died about twenty years ago -

July 12th. Congress enacted 


Emergency Employment Act 


of 1971 (Public Law 92-541, The 
Act was passed "to provide during 
times of high unemployment for 


programs of public service em- 
ployment for unemployed persons 
fo assist states and local commu- 


nities in providing needed public 
services, and for other pur- 
poses” For a period of two 
veurs, states and their local 
municipalities were authorized 
to employ persons in the area of 
public service. Later, the Execu: 
tive Office of Manpower Affairs 
delegated this authority to “con 
sortium” groups. towns and cities 


grouped as units 

The Town of Burlington volun- 
tecred 10 be the consortium head 
for nine cities and towns, includ 
Ine Bedford. Burlington, North 
meecina Reading, Stoneham. 
Vakefield, Wilmington, Winches 
ter and Woburn 


The Act itself has two parts 
Sections Fivé and Six. As the ini 
tial program. Section Five con 


tained jobs such as town mechanic 
clerk, custodian. civil engineer 
and others which served the needs 
of the participating local munici- 
palities. Some jobs required 
little or no training and education: 
al background. while others were 
highly specialized. professional 
positions. Basically the require- 
ments for working under Section 
Five of the EEA were 1) to be 
unemploved or underemploved. 
2) to be a resident of one of the 
nine consortium towns: and 3) to 
have the necessary qualifications 
for the job. Forty-seven Section 
Five jobs were approved by the 
Labor Department. and to date all 
but two (which are Civil Service 
positions have been filled 

Unemploved. or underemploved 
persons who are particularly 
hard-pressed by the rampage of 
unemployment are the chief tar- 
gets of the Emergency Employ- 
ment Act. Migrant farm workers. 
minority group members, Viet 
Nam Vets. and others were given 
preference for jobs unaer Section 
Five. and they will be the only 
candidates {dr jobs under Section 
Six 


Phase Two 

The Emergency Emplovment 
Act (EEA) of 1971 is now enter 
ing its second phase of operation 
called Section Six by the Depart- 
ment of Labor. Under this section 
of the Act. entry level jobs are 
being created in local towns and 
cities. There are 53 such intro- 
ductory ‘ie. those requiring a 
minimum of skill and educational 
training) positions in the Burling- 
ton Consortium. which encompas- 
ses Burlington. North Reading

Winchester and 
Woburn. The Consortium office 
is located in the Burlington Town 
Hall. Included are jobs such as 
senior citizens program coordin- 
ator, youth counselor, library 
aide. code inspector and other 
oceupations in the area of public 
service. Salaries range from 
about one hundred to one hundred 
and forty dollars per week, plus 
medical and life insurance cover- 
age 

Pending final approval by the 
Department of Labor. hiring will 
soon begin in the participating 
cities. and towns. Particul 
emphasis will be put on recrui 
ment and selection of “significant 
segments” of the unemploved 
By definition. “significant seg- 
ments’ of the population refers 
to those groups of people who are 
especially hampered by the’ cure 
rent dnomie recession, Among 
these are minority group mem- 
bers and other socio-economic 
segments of society which have 
traditionally had greater diffi 
culty. finding work. | technolo- 
gically displaced personnel 
particularly defense — industry 
workers, welfare recipients, Viet 
Nam veterans. females, voung 
persons just entering the labor 
force. migrant workers, and per 
sons whose native language is not 
English and whose ability to speak 
English is limited. Other “pre 
ferred” individuals are partici 
pants of manpower training 
programs. such as WIN, STEP. 
and MDTA, —All_unemploved 
persons, however, are invited to 
apply -for these jobs, although 
preference must first be given to 
the above categories 

Judging from the number of 
applications received by the Burl 
ington Consortium office to date. 
the response to the EEA prog: 
has been slow. As of 1970, there 
were over 9.00 persons in the 
Consortium area who were unem- 
ploved. and the unemployment 
rate exceeded 8%. Comparative- 
ly few of these people applied for 
EEA jobs. With “phase two” of 
the Act now beginning, it is hoped 
that response to the opportuni- 
ties will be much greater 

The prerogative of finding the 
most disadvantaged. people for a 
verv limited number of jobs cer 
tainly underscores the need for 
more comprehensive recruitment 
Yet. while the Act provides only 
temporary employment for two 
vears ‘although some persons 
will be retrained by the towns 
themselves). it also promotes 
career development and job train 


ing

ing he called “skip fishing". His 
specialty was pickerel. which he 
used to catch in the ponds of Cape 
Cod. 

Skip fishing. as practiced by 
Schamiel. called for 4 long bam- 
boo pole. Whatever was used for 
bait was then "skipped" over the 
water, and often enough he caught 
something by this method, 

Using the skip method he once 
captured the largest pickerel ever 
caught in Massachusetts - or so 
the tale goes. 

The pickerel was so big that in- 
stead of finally getting tired. it 
got Schamiel tired. Schamiel had 
to relax on the line, and let it go 
back out into the pond. 

After a moment of two Schamiel 
felt the tension, slacking... The 
pickerel, too was resting 

Then Schamiel took the line. and 
started running away from the 
pond, as fast as he could. The 
pickerel followed. and ran itself 
ashore, Schamiel gave a running 
jump. and landed on the pickerel 
body to body. He then beat it to 
death. with a piece of wood that 
happened to be handy, and which 
was in the shape, or nearly so. of 
aclub. 

That pickerel, Schamiel used to 
say with a twinkle, was almost as 
tall as he was. 

Nickle 

In his later years Schamie! was 
quite deaf, He often went across 
the street often, to the drugstore 


run by a Mr. Woodside. who 
happens to be a relative to the 
present owner. 

One day he purchased something 
that cost a quarter. He left a 
five cent piece on the counter. 
believing that was what the drug- 
ist had said. 

Woodside dashed after Schamiel 
and the following conversation was 
said to ensued: 

“L said Twenty-Five Cents 

But I gave vou Five Cents! 

But I said Twenty-Five Cents! 

Dad Blame It, there's a Nickle 
on the Counter! 

And Schamiel marched out 

Woodside. the story goes. put thé 
nickle in his pocket and remarked 
‘T'll have to be satisfied with 
three cents profit this time! 

Tobacco Chewer 

Like nearly all the blacksmiths 
of that day and age. Schamiel was 
& confirmed chewer of tobacco 
He always had a wad of tobacco 
in his mouth. 

And. as the poet Longfellow sang.

smith. 

Schamiel would pick out some 
particularly tow-headed young- 
ster, and walk over towards him 
with a "Hi Sonny” approach.
